MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


secretary of Labor J. D. Hodg- 
son reportedly will relay to 
President Nixon today an oral 
understanding from AFL-CIO 
building trades unions that "we 
will obey the law" if the White 
House imposes a construction 
industry wage-price freeze. 


Reliable government and la- 


bor sources had indicated ear- 
lier that Nixon would ponder 
imposing a temporary freeze on 
sharply climbing construction 
costs and create a national sta- 
bilization board to review and 
limit price and pay hikes in the 
industry. 


"I'm convinced that's what he 


is going to do," said one insider, 
although other sources cau- 
tioned that the proposed White 
House course was still subject 
to change. 


Both sides who participated in 


a closed 
three-hour govern- 


ment-union meeting here Satur- 
day continued to observe an 
agreement not to comment until 
after Hodgson reports to Nixon 


at the White House. 


Hodgson reportedly asked, but 


didn't get, a commitment from 
leaders of the 17 AFL-CIO con- 
struction unions that they would 
agree to accept Nixon's appoint- 
ment of labor members from 
their group to a public-labor-in- 
dustry stabilization board if he 
imposes a freeze. And they re- 
peated their refusal to join any 
voluntary plan to restrain wage 
demands of the 3.5 million work- 
ers they represent. The indus- 
try's wages climbed more than 
18 per cent last year. 


When union participants in 


Saturday's meeting said they 
would obey the law, but not give 
advance commitment to serve 
on a stabilization board, Hodg- 
son said: 
"That's not good 


enough."

Winter weather has returned 


to Arkansas. 


One to two inches of snow 


was forecast for the northern 
sections of the state today with 
snow flurries in the southwest 
and central sections. 


All precipitation is expected 


to end in the state tonight fol- 
lowed by clearing skies and 
much lower temperatures. 


Lows tonight are expected in 


the low 20s north to low 30s 
south. Highs Tuesday should be 
in the 40s to low 50s. Highs to- 
day were forecast in the low 
30s northwest to mid 40s south- 
east. 


A major winter storm that 


moved across the south-central 
section of the country Sunday 
lashed Arkansas with severe 
thunderstorms and at least two 
tornadoes. 


The National Weather Service 


at Little Rock said tornadoes 
touched down at McGehee and 
at Colt near Wynne in St. Fran- 
cis County. The storms dam- 
aged several houses, uprooted 
trees and temporarily knocked 
out power. No injury was re- 
ported.

International. 


The tape normally sent would 


have notified broadcasters NO- 
RAD was testing the system. In- 
stead, it said the President had 
directed a notification of emer- 
gency action, that all normal 
broadcasting 
was 
to 
stop 


immediately, and that broad- 


warning. 


The system failed again Sun- 


day when NORAD was unable 
to take over control of The Asso- 
ciated Press teletype wires be- 
cause of a technical failure. The 
test was transmitted as usual 
over the UPI circuit. 


A subsequent test over the AP 


lines Sunday night 
worked. 


Technicians from NORAD, the 
telephone company and the AP 
said the cause of the earlier fail- 
ure was unknown. 


An investigation into Satur- 


day's false alert was requested 
by the White House. A spokes- 
man said Sunday "those respon- 
sible at NORAD will see that it 
does not happen again." 


Saturday's erroneous alert re- 


mained in effect 18 minutes al- 
though many stations did not 
shut down. Some stations did 
not see the teletype message 
and others doubted its authen- 
ticity, an AP poll showed. 


Defense Secretary Melvtn R. 


Laird said he has asked for a 
report on the false -alert and 
FCC 
Commissioner 
Robert 


Wells said the FCC and the Na- 
tional Industrial Advisory Com- 
mittee of broadcasters and wire 
services will evaluate industry 
response to the error. 


The fact the false alert did not 


create more alarm than it did 
suggests the system was not 
functioning as it is supposed to. 


Louis I. Smoyer, civilian in 


charge of the Civil Defense Na- 
tional Emergency Warning Cen- 
ter in Cheyenne Mountain, said 
Sunday new procedures have 
been instituted to prevent any 
recurrence of the false alarm. 


He said in the past three tapes 
one for the test and two call- 
ing for emergency measures- 
were hanging on three labeled 
hooks above the transmitter. 


In the future, Smoyer said, 


only the test tape will be left

near the transmitter. The two

emergency tapes are to be 
placed in sealed and clearly 
marked envelopes inside a near- 
by file cabinet.

working. Can I sign up for it 
now? 


Answer: You should apply for 


Hospital Insurance immediately. 
However, you will not be eligible 
to sign up for Medical Insurance 
since you have already missed 
the three enrollment periods 
provided by law. 


Question: I recently filed a 


claim for disability benefits but 
my claim was denied. What else 
can I do to try to prove my 
eligibility? 


Answer: Since you do not 


agree with the determination on 
your claim, you may file a 
request to have your claim 
reconsidered. You must file 
such a request within 6 months 
from the date of the letter 
notifying 
you

disallowance. 


Question: I am a working 


mother and would like to know 
whether my children under age 
18 would receive benefits on my 
record in the event of my death 
or disability? 


Answer: Children now receive 


the same protection on their 
mother's record as on that of the 
father. In the event of your death 
or disability the children would 
be eligible for benefits if you had 
worked the required length of 
time in employment covered by 
social security. 


Question: What is the most 


amount of work a person would 
need to be eligible for social 
security? 


Answer: Anyone who has at 


least 40 quarters (10 years) of

WORLD ALMANAC 
FACTS 


Lincoln University, for- 


merly Ashmun Institute, in 
Chester Co., Pa., was the 
first Negro university in the 
United States.

SALISBURY, Md. (AP) - 


Clark 
Graebner, 
known 
as 


Clark Kent to his tennis col- 
leagues, didn't resemble Super 
Man when he tumbled while 
putting away the final shot 
which won the $50,000 U.S. Na- 
tional Indoor Open. 


Graebner, who wears horn- 


rimmed glasses but hardly has 
been recognized as having mild 
manners, performed his mira- 
cles earlier, however. 


He staved 
off two match 


points by Cliff Richey in the 
fourth set Sunday, won 2-6, 7-6, 
1-6, 7-6, 6-0, and hauled down 
the $9,000 first prize. 


"The reason I lost those two 


match points," Richey managed 
to joke during the awards cere- 
mony, "was that it happened so 
quick the eye didn't see it—but 
Clark put his cape on in the 
middle of the point." 


Later, away from the crowd 


and in the presence of news- 
men, the 24-year-old Richey 
wept as he thought of his sec- 
ond successive runner-up finish 
in the National Indoor Open- 
both times after muffing two 
match points 


Last year, winner Hie Nastase 


of Rumania was serving when 
Richey faltered. But this time, 
the nation's No. 1 player was 
serving with a 4-3 lead in the 
nine-point tiebreaking game of 
the fourth set, then tied 6-6 in 
games. 


"I had been waiting for that 


moment for 365 days," Richey 
said, after being consoled by his 
father, 
George 
Richey. 
"I 


thought I had the ball put away, 
but I didn't hit it quite hard 
enough the first time and the 
second one I didn't place cor- 
rectly." 


Richey referred to a pair of 


overhead slams, which Graeb- 
ner retrieved against the back 
retaining net, eventually forcing 
a Richey backhand error. 


With still another chance to 


close out the match, Richey 
served at 4-4 but sent another 
backhand volley into the net 
and Graebner was on his way. 


The 27-year-old Graebner, a 


, villain in Salisbury last year be- 


cause of a temper outburst but 
now supported by the crowd, 
then swept the final set at love 
while yielding Richey just sev- 
en points. 


"By that time, he had the mo- 


mentum and I got a little bit 
tired," Richey said. "It was as 
simple as that. But there's no 
way I should have lost." 


Graebner, ranked No. 4 in the 


nation and second to Richey's 
top domestic seeding in the 
tournament, also won a sudden 
death playoff in the second set 
—again at 
5-4 with Richey 


serving the final three points. 


Earlier in the second set, 


Graebner fell behind 0-40 while 
serving before rallying to pre- 
vent a break and go ahead six 
games to five. 


Richey hurt his right thumb 


in a fourth set fall and tore a 
big patch of skin off his right 
big 
toe 
which sent 
blood 


through his sock, but he said 
neither injury affected his per- 
formance. 


Juan 
Gisbert and 
Manolo 


Orantes of Spain, seeded No. 2, 
won the doubles and shared the 
$2,000 prize, staving off a match 
point in the 10th game of the 
third set to beat Graebner and 
Thomaz Koch of Brazil, the No. 
3 seed, 6-3, 4-6, 7-6. 


Graebner, who won $500 in 


doubles, noted that he has now 
won national championships in 
clay, hardcourt and indoor play 
—missing only the grass title. 


"The only one I haven't won 


is Forest Hills," he said. "May- 
be I can do something about 
that this year."

tell me if there is anything in 
the line of medicine or pills 
1 could take? When I don't 
drink anything with alcohol 
in it. I almost go wild. 1 can 
get along fairly well for two 
days: it seems then I just 
must have something. I am 
trying so hard not to drink. 


Dear Render—Yes, there 


is. If you have been drinking 
a lot, sudden withdrawal of 
alcohol can cause trouble. 
A good example is delirium 
tremens with hallucinations 
and severe reactions. You 
will need a doctor's help. 
Even heavy drinkers can be 
helped if they really want to 
quit. 


If you are drinking a lesser 


amount it is possible thai 
you are using it as an emo- 
tional c r u t c h . In selected 
cases c e r t a i n tranquilizer 
drugs have proved to be use- 
ful and help people to shake 
the alcohol habit. Some peo- 
ple drink because they are 
depressed and they need still 
other medicines. The impor- 
tant point is that you CAN be 
helped. Your doctor is the 
right person to help you. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—My hus- 


band has started waking up 
at 4 a.m. and having trouble 
going back to sleep and I 
would appreciate you telling 
me what could be done to 
help him get a full night's 
sleep. He is 36 and in good 
h e a l t h . He usually has a 
drink before dinner or wine 
with dinner and drinks beer 
later in the evening (in mod- 
eration).

growers in their dealings with 
processors by adoption of poultry 
industry regulations by the 
Packers and Stockyards Ad- 
ministration of U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. 


The regulations became of- 


ficial when published in the 
Federal Register.
